Biggest Egg Shipment 
In History Planned 


Millions of Vancouver Island 
produced eggs are now being 
marshaled to Vancouver to form 
with the output of other poultry 
farms .a shipload. of eggs for 
Britain believed to be the 
largest such shipment ever .ex’ 
ported..fram.any. country. 

The shipment, according to 
the dominion agriculture depart- 
ment’s weekly marketing service 
report, will be composed of 170 
carloads of eggs, or 100,000 
cases, or 36,000,000 eggs 

The department did not name 
the ship nor the date of ship- 
ment from B.C, but said the 
eggs would come from 600,000 
cases of Canadian eggs placed 
in storage for export 

Shipment, the report said, 
would be made withodt change 
of storage temperature, it being 
planned to load the eggs direct 
from storage to the ship. 

Eggs’ have been collected in 
Victoria cold storage plants for 
Some time. 

Of the remaining 500,000 cases 
of the export reserve in storage 
now, 370,000 would be exported 
via eastern ports and the excess 
would be dried and shipped -as 
dried eggs, the department said.

Peach; Apricot Picks

B.C.’s peach- and apricot pick 
this year is expected to’ run 10 
to 15 per cent short of the B.C 
Agriculture Department's. crop 
estimates, W. H. Robertson, pro- 
vincial horticulturist, said today, 
because the fruit had failed to 
size up as well as had been ex- 
. pected before picking. 

The peach crop, however, is ex- 
pected to be of greater tonnage 
than last year, while the apricot 
pick will be about the same.

Late varie 
ties of peaches are now being

Forest Fire Fighting 
Highest in 5 Years 


Firefighting in B.C 
this year have cost an estimated 
$276,105—more than any yeai 
since 1940 

From 1938, time of the huge 
tire-at.Campbell.River, through 
to 1940, fire costs were consider 
ably higher than the average 
yearly bill to the province for 
firefighting of $167,000... Since 
1940 costs have been compara 
tively low 

At this time last year an esti 
mated $117,713 had been ex 
pended to fight fires in the B.C 
forests, while in 1943 the esti 
mated cost had been only $18,381 
to this date. 

At the end of last week there 
were 44 fires inthe province still 
burning. Last week. firefighters 
extinguished 83 blazes. When the 
week started 91 fires were still 
burning and 36 fires occurred 
during the week. 

Area of heaviest loss is in the 
Nelson district where 571 fires 
to date have cost an estimated 
$182,647 to extinguish. In the 
Vancouver’ forest district 372 
fires so far this year have been 
extinguished at an estimated cost 


of $36,712.

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EGYPTIANS TOLD OF “LIE 
DETECTOR” IN UNDERWORLD 


The magic words of Egyptian 
priests were supposed to “raise 
the dead.” At least the people 
were told: that .-a-.“double,” or 
spirit, arose from the mummy 
after the words were spoken 

According to this old religion 
(which is now a thing of the 
past), the spirit had trouble in 
reaching the place where it ex 
pected to live. In traveling to 
the underworld, it had to be care 
ful about deadly snakes, hungry 
crocodiles and lakes of fire 

If the spirit escaped those 
dangers, it reached the Hall of 
Judgment, and went through a 
kind of trial There were 42 
judges besides Osiris, the king 
of the underworld. 


The Egyptian “lie detector.” The 

god Anubis.is balancing a spirit's 

heart against a. “symbol of 
truth.” 


Stepping before the judges, the 
spirit was expected to speak of 
42 sins, and to make a statement 
that it was innocent of each of 
them. Next the spirit had to 
make a speech of ‘this nature 

“Hail to you, ye gods! I know 
you and I know your names .. 
I have done that which pleases 
the gods, I gave food to the 
hungry, water to the thirsty, 
clothing to the naked, and a 
ferry to him who was without 
a boat. I gave offerings to the 
gods, and food for the dead. Save 
me! Protect me!” 

It is one thing for a person to 
make statements of that kind, 
and another thing to prove them. 
The Egyptians took this fact into 
account, and were ready with a 
story to tell how the spirit could 
prove that it had spoken truly 

In the Hall of Judgment, "twas 
said, the heart of the spirit. was

They would be sent along 
16 a land often called “The King- 
dom of Osiris." Other names 
for the p'ace were “Elysian 
Fields,” “Isles of the .Biest”. and

could ride on boats and play

SPECIAL VACCINE 

A special vaccine has been pre 
pared by growing the rickettsias 
in the yolk sac of the develop 
ing chick embryo, The vaccine is 
rendered harmless by treatment 
| with formalin and three doses are 
given. Considerable protection is 
| developed in this way, but more 
vaccine must be given on exposé 
ure. The majority of vaccinated 
persons do not contract typhus, 
but if they do, they develop it in 
mild form fatalities. are un 
known 

Most effective means 
trolling typhus when it breaks out 
among non-vaccinated persons is 
to delouse the population, as time 
does not permt wholesale im- 
munization. . It is reported that 
DDT should be given major credit
